conspiracy to control labor/' 


Tho speaker, too, dwelt upon the so- 


called D3 cents dollar.. ^Vhen the mines, 
he said, are open to tha frea coinage of 
silver every ounce ot the metal will be 
worth 1.29 3-1C cents.

The re- 
publicans say to wait until other countries 
adopt it, while the party of Bryan and 
Sun-nil says, 'We will legislate tor our- 
selves, let those who will, follow.'

On the way Mr. Bryan 
was met by Rev. Mr. Richards, pastor 
of the Hillside Methodist church, and 
invited to visit the church fair In prog- 
ress in a. tent. Mr. Bryan paid J2 for the 
admission o£ the party and made liberal 
purchases of Ice cream and cake. 


Rhlnebeck people were on the lookout

telephoned to have supper for hlms?lf 
and friends at 6 o'clock, and when he ar- 
rived he found the ancient Rhlnebeck

He 
then traveled up the Congo river, a three 
days' Journey to a point where he nrst 
learned of tha lake. .It was a magrnlfl- 
cent body of water, located on the oppo- 
eite side of the Cong-o river, from the 
town of Luabo. The lake was not visi- 
ble to the naked eye from the Congo rivet 
bank, on account of the hills^and dense 
forests. Dr. Snyder was not able to dis- 
c-over the outlet, but he believes that It 
Is connected "With the Congo river by an 
underground stream. Dr. Snyder de- 
cided to honor the southern Presby- 
terian board of missions by naming the 
lake after the president ot .' .at organi- 
zation.

Itrs. Snyder.accompanied her husband 


on the perilous Journey, and they trav- 
eled through vast stretches of wilderness 
In many Instances Dr. Snyder and his 
wife were regarded by the blacks as 
superior beings. Mrs. Snyder passed 
through the hardships of the'trip to the 
interior without difficulty, but died at 
LeopardsviUe on the Teturn 
journey, 


having contracted a miasmatic fever in 
the regions of the lower Congo. Tho 
American missionary brought many ob- 
jects of curiosity and Interest back with 
him.

In another day and a half you 
may tlnd yoursolf looking down upon 
this beautiful young city of tho moun- 
tains, 
breathing a new atmosphere, 


viwing now scenes, wondering over 
new customs and conditions. You feel 
a change iu everything. 
You had 


thought fj turn around and hail n west- 
ern neighbor, aud, lo, ho is almost a 
stranger. 


For tho two cities thicago and Den- 


ver nro distinct types, even though each 
portako of prominnnt family traits. 
Chicago is ft midland city, and tho fea- 
tures of north, south, cast andwestcom- 
luinglo. It ia a maelstrom into which ft 
tb.ou.saad currents rush headlong. Thu 
bitterest drugs of civilization gather nud 
many of its beuutios float thord and 
dauco enticingly ou the upper wnves. 
One m.iy find a littlo of everything the 
•world oilers there, but ho nau.it allow 
himself to bo pushed and jostled or.cl 
hurt in tho Kitting of it without appear- 
ing to notice. It hai u strange fnSciun- 
tion, yuc ouo breathes n sigh ol relief 
when ona is fairly out of it all. 


And Denver is dooidedly western. It 


ia new und bright as yet, with traces of 
its crudities of beginning visible here 
and there. Its bnildorB, with the beau- 
ties of wild forests and verdant hills 
still fresh in their memories, have set 
tho pretty brick and stone houses in tho 
midst of bowers of trees and wide 
stretches of green grass, and, accustomed 
to tho grand extent of plnin and their 
hngo towers of rook and earth, they 
havo refused to be crowded or penned 
np. So their wide, olean streets reach 
out to tho open country iu every direc- 
tion, every home has its ample green 
yard, imd there is plenty of room, plenty 
of fresh, pure air and sweet mountain 
water swooping through the whole en- 
chanting city. 6no con seo whore one 
lives here. Von know whut is uround 
and above you, for you have' only to 
walk up some height just at hand, and 
it all lioa spread ont before you, with 
tho great chain of mountains ranged 
along tho west aud losing themselves .iu 
purple mists to the north and south, 
liko a magnificent picture.

All tho great, rich, western region 


has bfeu made a feeder to tho ever hnu- 
gry east. It has been slowly poured into 
u gigantic wiuo press and its lifeblood 
crushed ont. Its people havo been tossed 
back crushed, bloodless, weak, stunned. 
Thoy cannot yet gather np their dazed 
senses, und they lie, dull aud inert. The 
streets of their cities are quiet, tlie 
chimneys belch forth no smoke, arid tho 
wheels of their mills' are silent. It is 
ever u question: What will they do? 
What cau they do? Kowwill they live? 
But they aro not dead—not even hope- i 
lessly maimed. Bad as it is, they are 
looking up and gathering strength for 
further struggle. They arc waking to 
tho fart that a new situation has come, j 
Tho political contest l.^i gaiued a ne\v ' 
meaning. It touches homes and hearts 
and everyday life as it has uoc done for 
years. A political stand is today some- 
thing more than a prejudice, an inher- 
itance, a custom to be honored for a. 
mere traditional idea while concerns of 
human welfare are looked after else- 
where. It is something that concerns us.

The old party Hues are everywhere 


being broken down. A silver thread

against the gold separates the issues. ' 
Whether rightly so or not, the rights of . 
the common people, the pro'ducfre, seem . 
to be ranged on one side, tbe privileges I 
and vested rights of {he few upon tho I 
other. It may not be true that so much 
hangs upon this silver thread us is ap- I 
parent, but at least tho true friends of j 
tho workers seem massed in opposition ; 
to the advocates of privilege and ex- 
ploited wealth, and it is quite a safe 
rule to go by that what tlie autocrats 
and millionaires fear is for the good of 
the people. • One may riot believe that 
the one demand around which the hoses 
are gatheriut; will bring all the people 
Ought to bopo for, yot one cauuot place 
himself outside or E.ga'inst them. Wher- 
ever toilers stand n? opposed to the de- 
spoilers I must be foiihd among them. 
Tho struggle ahead of us means more 
than many think. It will yet. place 
"freedom arid slavery fnce to face nnd 
•bid them grapple;" And no oue who 
loves justice shoald be willing to shirk 
the contest 


In thi3 western city one he;\rs bnt 


one phase of tho question. If nil the 
towns add cities in the region are as 
mianim.ous it will be a "solid west," 
whatever the east and south may be. I 
have seen or heard of no one.so daring 
as to do homage to £h'e Napoleonic 
leader of tbe goldbugs as yet, though 
probably they exist. 
I find, too, thot I may as effectually 


iecord my. opinions as my working 
traitor «t ]eut For women do tote 


hero, work in. tho primaries, canvass 
wards, pull wrings and flx slates, and 
'tho heaven J ilo not fall. I have seen 
men and women voting together and 
standing about tho voting places in lit- 
tle groups discussing tho situation', and 
it all looked as decorous as a' meeting 
houso after morning service. I havo uot 
heard of nny good woman boisjf cor- 
rupted by going there, or that they were 
moro contaminated mingling with their 
brothers, husbands, friends and neigh- 
bors at tho polls thau elsewhere. True, 
one cannot nee that, justice has been 
greatly advanced by doubling the voting 
power of the stato." But one year's ex- 
perience cannot settle the question. If 
it is right that o majority of one-half 
the people should be accorded the privi- 
lege of enforcing its opinions over the 
minority, tho other half ought to' be ad- 
mitted on the Home ground. To bo lower 
than the beaten minority is hopelessly 
low—it is unendurable. 


I have found auother excellent feature 


of. this excellent littlo city. Not only 
are the w.orkors generally better organ- 
ized and truer to the principles of their 
unions .than in many of. tho eastern 
cities, but women's trades are practi- 
cally independent. For the first time in 
my life I hnvo come to a place where 
the plaint of tho sewing woman is not 
d wail of woe from beginning to end. 
Isowhere will one flnd n counterpart of 
tho miserable, sickly, overworked seam- 
stress who is slowly dying throughout 
her life that is oommon in Chicago and 
Now York. The garment makers are 
well organized, work ten hours a day, 
earn fairly good wages and are subject 
to no insulting rules and regulations. 
They established a solid union under 
tho very shadow of a desperate struggle 
between employers and employees a 
short time ago. 


The laundry girls are thoroughly 


united, and any wrong to a working 
woman is rigidly investigated. The wo- 
man's unions are recognized and re- 
spected by employers generally. The old 
argument that single establishments 
cannot deal justly with their hands and 
succcEsfully compete with firms that do 
not does uot seem to apply hore, for the 
suit manufacturers ore doing as well ns 
other business houses in ths city. 


Union is a grand defense for the 


workers. .If they wculd more fully so- 
lidify their interests everywhere, there 
is no right they could not quickly and 
successfully 
obtain.

An JSxperlznent In Profit 


An 
Ohio 
manufacturing concern 


which has been experimenting with 
profit sharing plans for H years has 
anally evolved apian radically different 
from profit sharing und more like a per- 
manent wage increase, with o provision 
for withholding the increase from the 
more uegligent workmen. At first the 
commonly talked of plan of dividing a 
certain portion of the profits among the 
workmen was triad, each employee 
sharing according to his earnings. The 
first dividend to employees' was declared 
at tho cud of six months and was at the 
rate of 13.47 percent on the wages paid. 
One workman received $275 dividend. 
But it was fouud the men did not take 
much interest in this plan, so it was 
modified, and the men were arbitrarily 
classified according to tho interest they 
were uuderstood to show in their work 
aud their efficiency, the most active re- 
coiviug n, larger shard than the others 
iind all dividends beiug withheld from 
those who were noticeably careless. The 
raoney so withheld did not go to the 
lirm, but was added to tho part allotted 
to the workmen aud divided among 
them. Then the firm became a corpora- 
tiou, nnd the plHii'wus changed. The 
average amount paid had been a 12 per 
cent dividend,.so it was decided to pay 
a uniform rate of 12 jjer cent on wages, 
the right to withhold dividends for neg- 
lect being retained. 
Employees are 


helped to buy stock if they wish. Em- 
ploy eie nud employees ore said to be oat 
isiied willi this arrangement.—Now 
York Post.

steal must starve. Such is onr modern 
version of the old fashioned socialistic: 
decree, "He that willnot work, neither 
shall ho eat." We know better now. 
vVo fawn on and toady to onr idle ric' 
classes; we shelter and pamper onr 
criuiinal classes, "but turn cold and sus- 
picions eyes On the tramp and "out of 
work," no matter though he be honest. —

Kinff of Sparta, declared that "it 
was unlawful to attack an enemy who 
offered to answer for his acts before a 
tribunal of arbiters." 
_ It 1= obvious, therefore, that the sentl- 
tlment of peace and In favor of arbitra- 
tion, as the alternative for war. Is grow- 
ing apace. How has tliat sentiment told 
on the direct action of nations? 
How 


fur have they shaped their policy ac- 
cord Ing to Its methods? Tl:e answers 
to these questions are also hopeful ami 
l:-r.qouraglng. 
Experience has shown 


that over a large aren International dif- 
ferences may honorably, practically and 
usefully be dealt with by peaceful ar- 
bitrament. There have been since ISIS 
some 60 Instances of effective interna- 
tional arbitration. To 32 of these the 
T.'nlted States have been a party, and 
Great Britain to some 20 of them. 


- Mr. Russell, recited the efforts mnde 
from time to time to establish tribunals 
of peace, sta-ting- that in the introduction 
of arbitration clauses into treaties, tha 
United States appeared in the van. Con- 
tinuing, he said: 


But are we thence to conclude that

Probably it was inevitable that

weaker nations should, in the end, suc- 
cumb. but have we ahvays treated them 
with consideration, and with Justice? 
Has not civilization been too often pre- 
sented to them at the point of the bayo- 
net, and the Bible by the hand of tho 
filibuster? And apart from nations we 
Ceem barbarous, is not the passion for 
dominion, and wealth, and power, ac- 
countable for the worst 
chapters of 
cruelty and oppression written in tha 
world's history? Few peoples—perhaps 
none—are free from this reproach. 


"VTlmt indeed is true civilization'.' By 


its fruit you shall know it. Its true 
sisns are thouffht for the poor and suf- 
fering, chivalrous regard and respect for 
woman, the frank recognition of human 
brotherhood,Hrrespectlve of race or color 
or nation or religion, -the love of ordered 
freedom, abhorrence of what is mean 
and cruel and vile, ceaseless devotion to 
the claims of justice.

Habana, Aug. 20.—The mystery of a 


missing military . passenger train has 
lieen solved, and It furnishes another 
Instance of the audacity o£ the In- 
surgents and ol the troubled state o£ 
affairs existing In the province of Plnar 
del Rio. 


On Sunday last a train having on 


board a number of civilian passengers 
and a sirong escort of troops, consisting' 
of regular cars and armored cars for the 
military escort, left Consolaclon del Sur, 
Pinar del Rio, for this city, and should 
have arrived hfire the same day. 
But 


iis "the train did not appear, the railroad 
author;!les became alarmed and 
the 


military authorities were notified. 
Ap- 


FH.rently. however, the latter were very 
slow lii taking action In the matter. In 
any case, throughout Jlonday, the mili- 
tary 
authorities 
professed 
absolute 


ignorance of the whereabouts of -the 
train, although It was understood that 
inquiries of some description had been 
sent along the line, but without any defi- 
nite result. This failure to obtain the 
necessary Information - caused ',:he rail- 
road 
people 
to 
renew 
representa- 


tions 
to military headquarters, and 


eventually, on Tuesday, several explor- 
ing parties were^sent out to search for 
the train. Two 'of these parties, con- 
sisting »f cavalry scouts, reported hav- 
ing heard heavy llrlng Tuesday 
be- 


tween I-iitcunagua and Taco Taco. Later, 
the scouts reported that the engine and 
passenger coaches, together with the 
military • cars, had been derailed 
be- 


tween Cacunagua and Taco Taco, and 
that It appeared that severe fighting 
ii:td tak'-in place between the escort ot 
the train and the Insurgents, -who at- 
tacked it. 


This news stirred up the military au- 


thorities sufficiently to ctuise them to 
send relief trains, loaded with troops, 
toward the scene of the engagement. 
The t'oices consisted of the Araplles and 
Basbastro battalions, ujlder the com- 
mand of Colonel. Arjona. and they have 
just returned with the story of the de- 
lay of the arrival hero of the military 
passengt'r ti-aln from Consolaclon del 
Sur. The troops brought with them the 
p:i«scns*TS, who are over -IS hours late, 
and t';:e survivors and wuunded of the 
military escort train. The latter, it; ap- 
pears, v.-.as runninc; between Bucuna- 
Cli.n and Tac'O Taco, when, near the point 
known iLS kiiunieter 1L3, the train wat 
•jompelkd 10 s!'j-v up on acount of the 
oV.y^ruction acrius the line, and as it 
diu so a smart riiie lire was opened upon 
the 
tvA\:"\ i'ru-.'.i both sides uC the road, 


v:hi!c a pji'.-ty of insurgents was seen 
tT dagh out of concealment, behind the 
train, 
ai-.d 
piiiL-e heavy 
obstruction.;; 


across the read. Other insurgents occu- 
pied thcmsGlTcs actively in'removing' the 
rails behind the obstruction, .thereby 
c:Uchlng the military train in a trap, 
1'rom which It could neither advance, 
or retreat. 
The. troops promptly re- 


turned the fire of the insurgents, who 
kc-pt wo'.l .undor cover, and whose bul- 
lets splintered the cars, and flattened 
themselves upon the sides of the ar- 
mored wagons. 


The firing lasted three hours, accord- 


ing to the olliclal statement, at the end 
of which time the Insurgents are said to 
have been repulsed. It is added, that the 
military escort, upon the arrival of the 
relief train, burned the military pas-| 
senger train, and returned to this city | 
with the Araplles and Basbastro battal- 
ions. 


Unofficial versions of the affair, how- 


over, say that the train was derailed, 
and subsequently burned by the insur- 
gents, and that the escort of,the military 
train were rescued Just In time to save 
them from being exterminated by tho 
enemy. As It was, six soldiers of th« 
escort ai'e admitted to have been killed, 
ar.d one lieutenant and 21 soldiers wera 
brought here wounded. The lieutenant 
is expected to die. 
. Late details regarding the train con- 
firm the statement that it was derailed 
by the Insurgents, wh'o dynamited It. 
and afterward destroyed the cars com- 
pletely. The defense naade 'by the es- 
cort Is said to have lasted, practically, 
three days, although It Is not claimed 
that the firing continued all that time. 
The .Insurgents who attacked the mili- 
tary train we're In strong force, and ll 
developed later that they also tried to 
dynamlti: the relief train, without re- 
sult. The Spaniards claim that the in- 
surgents did not burh the military train 
until after the relieving column of troops 
had retired.

He penetrated a thousand mllea 
Into the Intorlor, exploring reg-lona never 
before visited by white men. He clo-lms 
to have discovered a new lake of the 
1'irsL magnitude. DT. Snyder first as- 
cended the Congo river to Luaho. He 
then traveled up the Congo river, a t'hrea 
days' journey to a. point-where he first 
learned of the lake. It -was a magnifi- 
cent body of water, located on the oppo- 
Bltc side of the Con^o river, from tho 
luwn of Luabo. The lake was not visi- 
ble to the naked eye from the Congo river 
bank, on account of the hJlle and dense 
forests. Dr. Snyder was not able to dis- 
cover the outlet, but he believes, that It 
in connected with the Congo river by an 
underground stream. Dr. Snyder de- 
cided to honor the southern Presby- 
terian board of missions by naming tho 
lake after the president of that orga.nl- 
zatiur.. 


Mrs. Snyder accompanied her husband 


on the perilous Journey, and they trav- 
eled through vast stretches of wilderness 
In many Instances Dr. Snyder and hi.i 
wife were regarded by the blacks ay 
superior beings, 
Mrs. Snyder passed 


through the hardships of the trip to tho 
interior without dlfllculty. but died at 
Leopardsvilie on the Teturn journey, 
having contracted a miasmatic fever in 
the regions oC the lower Congo. Tho 
American missionary brought many ob- 
jects of curiosity and Interest back with 
him.

Saratoga, Aug. 20.—The second ses- 


sion of the 19th annual meeting-of th«j 
American Bar association today was 
made notable by the forcible address of 
Lord Chief Justice Russell of England on 
"International Law." 
The noted Jurist 


oi<c;r.cd his address by acknowledging 
the honor done him by inviting him to 
address American lawyers. 
"Though 


we 
represent 
political communities, 


which differ widely in many respects,'1 
he said, " we yet have many things in 
common. "\Ve speak the same language: 
we administer laws basud on the sam-> 
Juridical conceptions; t we are co-heir In 
the rich traditions of political freedom 
Ion;; established; we belong to the same, 
though mixed, racial family, combining 
at once territorial dominion, political In- 
fluence and intellectual force greater 
than history records In the case of any 
other people." An abstract of Lord Rus- 
jc'll's address follows: 


The English speaking peoples, mas- 
ters not alone of extended territory, but 
also of a mighty commerce, the energy 
and enterprise of whose sons have mad^ 
them the great travelers and colonizers 
of the world—have interests to safeguard 
in every quarter of it, and therefore, in 
an especial manner, it is"important to 
them that Lhe rules which govern the 
ryla-iions of states inter se should be well 
understood, and should rest on th- 
solid bases of convenience, of Justice and 
of reason. 
I call the rules which civilized nations 


have agreed shall bind them in their con- 
duct inter st, br/ the Benthamite title, 
"International law." 
And here, Jlr. 


President, on the threshold of my sub- 
ject I lind an obstacle In my way. My 
right so to describe them is challenged, 
li i.; said by some that thero Is no Inter- 
national law. and that there is only a 
b'u^idle, more or Itss confused, of rules to 
which nations more or IOFS conform, but 
that international law there is none. 


Mr. Russell reviewed at great length 


the relations of law to the history of thj 
two nations, quoting numerous decis- 
ion:; which have formed some of the most 
important precedents. Coming to tho 
consideration of what characterizes tho 
later tendencies of international law, ha 
said it was, In a word, their greater 
humanity. 


"When Mene'.ik, Emperor of Abyssinia, 


wan recently reported to have cut oft th^ j 
right arms and feet of 500 prisoners, th-2 
civilized v;orld felt a thrill of horror. 
Yet the time was when to treat prisoners 
a,s slaves and permanently to disable 
them from again bearing arms, was 
regarded as common Incidents of bel- 
ligerent capture. Such acts would oncj 
have excited no more indignation than 
did the Inhumanities of the African slave 
trade before the days of Clarkson and 
Wilberforce. 
A bare recital of some of the important 


respect? in which the evils of war have 
b<-.en mitigated by more humane customs 
must "suffice. 
Amongst 
them 
ar<-~. 
(1) the greater immunity from attack! 
of the persons and property of enemy- ! 
subjects In a, hostile country; (2) the re— j 
strlctlons Imposed on the active opera- 
tions of a belligerent when occupy-In; 
an enemy's country; (3) the recognlzeJ ; 
distinction between 
subjects 
of the; 


enemy, combatant and non-combatant; 
(4) the deference accorded to cartels,safe 
conducts and flag of truce; (5) the pro- 
tection secured for ambulances 
ami 


hospitals and for all engaged In tending i 
the sick and wounded—of which tbe ' 
Geneva Red Cross convention of 1S6-1 IP 
a notable Illustration; (6) the condem- 
nation of the use of instruments of war- 
fare, which causes needless suffering. 
In this field of humane work the United 
States look a prominent part. 
Even more imporran,t are the changes 


wrought In the position of neutrals in 
war times; who, while bound by strict 
obligations of neutrality, are in great 
measure left free and unrestricted In tbe 
pursuit of peaceful trade. 
But In spite of all this, who can say 
that these times breathe the spirit of 
peace? There is war In the air. Nations 
armed to the teeth prate of peace, but 
there Is no sense of peace. One sovereign 
burthens the industry of his people to 
maintain military and naval armament 
at war strength, and his neighbor does 
the like and Justifies it by the exampln 
of the other; 
and England, 
Insular 
though she be, T.-lth her imperial Inter- 
ests scattered the -world over, follows, 
or Is forced to follow, in the wake. If 
there ha no war, there Is at best an armed 
peace. 


"Ah I when shall all men's good, 
Bo each man's rule, and universal peace, 
Lio, like a shaft of-light across Che land." 
It Is no wonder that men—earnest 
men—enthusiasts if you like. Impressed 
with the evils of. war. have dreamt the 
dream that the millennium of 
peace 


mlivht be reached by establishing a uni- 
versal system of International arbitra- 
tion. 
The cry for peace Is an old world cry. 
It has echoed through all the. ages, and 
arbitration has long been regarded as 
the handmaiden of peace. Arbitration 
has, Indeed, a venerable history of Us 
own. 
, According to Thucydides, the his- 
torian of the Peloponneslan war, Archl- 
damus, King of Sparta, declared that "it 
was unlawful to attack an enemy who 
offered to answer- for bis actsi before a 
tribunal of arbiters." 
It is obvious, therefore, that the senti- 
tlment of peace and In favor of arbitra- 
tion, as the alternative for war. is grow- 
ing apace. How has that sentiment told 
on the direct action of nations? How 
far have they shaped their policy ac- 
cording to Its methods? The answers 
to these questions are also hopeful and 
Uncouraglng. 
Experience has shown 
that over a-large area International dif- 
ferences may honorably, practically and 
usefully be dealt -with by peaceful ar- 
bitrament There have been since ISIS 
some 60 Instances of effective interna- 
tional arbitration. 
To 32 of these the 


United States have been a party, and 
Gnfat Britain to some 20 of them. 


±\[r. Russell recited the efforts made 


from time, to time to establish tribunals 
of peace, stating that In the Introduction 
of arbitration clauses into treaties, the 
United States appeared In the van. Con- 
tinuing, he said: 


But are we thence to conclude that 
the millennium of peaae. has arrived— 
that the dove has returned to the ark, 
=ure sign that the waters of interna- 
tional strife have permanently subsided.? 
I am not sanguine enough to lay this 
nattering unction to :my soul. 
Un- 


bridled ambition—thirst for wide do- 
minion—pride of power still holds sway, 
although I believe with.lessened forci, 
anil in some sort under the restraint oj 
the h'ealthier opinion of the world. 
The analogy between arbitration as 


to matters In difference between Indi- 
viduals, and to matters In difference 
between nation, carries us but a shorr 
way. But there are differences to -which, 
even as between Individuals, arbitration 
Is Inapplicable—subjects which 
find 


their counterpart In the affairs of na- 
tions. Men do not arbitrate where char- 
acter Is at stake, nor will any sell-rer 
spcetlng ..nation readily' arbitral* on 


questions touching Its national Inde- 
pendence, or affecting its honor. Again, 
«. nation may agree to arbitrate,and then 
repudiate its agreement. ' Who Is to 
coerce It? Or, having gone to arbitra- 
tion, and been worsted. It may decline to 
be bound by the award. Who Is to com- 
pel it 
• These considerations seem to me to 
Justify two conclusions: 
The first 13 
that arbitration will »bt cover the whole 
field of international controversy, and 
the second that unless and until the 
great powers of the' world, in league, 
bind themselves to coerce a recalcitrant 
member of the family of nations—wo 
have still to face the more than possible 
disregard by powerful states of the ob- 
ligations oJ good faith and of Justice. 
The scheme of such a combination has 
been advocated, but the signs of Its ac- 
complishment are absent. We have, as 
yet, 
no league of nations o£ the Ain- 
phictyonlc type. 
Are we then to conclude that force Is 
still the only power that 
rules the 


world? 
Must we then say that the 


sphere of arbitration is a narrow anc! 
contracted one? By no means. 
The 
sanctions which restrain the wrongdoer 
—the breaker of public faith—the dis- 
turber of the peace of the world, are not 
weak, and, year by year, they wax I 
stronger. They are the dread of wnr | 
and the reprobation of mankind. 'Pub- j 
lie opinion Is a force which makes Itself; 
felt !»• every corner and cranny of tho I 
world, and Is most powerful In the com- j 
rrunltles most civilized. Again trade 
and travel are great pacificators. Tho ; 
more nations know of one another, the ' 
more trade relations are established be- ] 
tween them, the more good will and mil- | 
tual Interest grow up; and, these are j 
powerful agents working for peace.

- It may be enough to say,:that 
at this stage, the question of the con- 
tution of a permanent tribunal is n'ot 
ripe for practical discussion, nor will It i 
b.2 until the majority of the great pow- i 
ers have given in their adhesion to the i 
principle. The interests involved are | 
commonly so enormous, and the forces j 
of national sympathy, pride and preju- ' 
dice are so searching, so great and so ' 
subtle, that I doubt whether a tribunal, ! 
the membership of which had a charac- r 
ter of permanence, even if solely com- 
posed of men accustomed to exercise the j 
judicial faculty, wou'.d long retain gen- 
eral confidence, and, I fear, It might 
gradually assume intolerable 
preten- 
sions. 


There -Is one influence which by the 


law of nations may be legitimately ex- j 
frclsed by the powers in the Interests: 
of peace—I mean mediation. In the | 
iinal act of the American conference at j 
Berlin the following proviso (article 12) 
appears: 
[ 
1 "In case of a serious 
disagreement I 
arising between the signatory powers I 
on any subjects within the limits o£ the I 
territory- mentioned In article 
1 and 
i 


placed under the regime of commercial I 
ireedom, the powers mutually agree, be- j 
fore appealing to arms, to have recourse 
to the mediation of one or more of the 
neutral powers." 
It is to be noted that this provision 
contemplates not arbitration, but media- 
tion, which is a different thing. The 
mediator is not, at least. In the first In- 
stance, invested, and does not seek to bo 
Invested, with authority to adjudicate 
upon the matter In difference. He is the 
friend of both parties. He seeks to bring 
them together. He avoids a tone of dic- 
tation to either. He is careful to avoid, 
as to each of them, anything which may 
wound their political dignity or their 
susceptibilities. If he cannot compos*? 
the quarrel, he may at least narrow its 
area and probably reduce it to rnor.: 
limited dimensions, the result of mutual 
concessions; and, having narrowed The 
Issues, he may pave the way for a fir.al 
settlement by a reference to arbitration 
or by some other method. This Is a 
power often used, perhaps not so often 
as it ought to be—and with good results. 
There is, perhaps, no class of question 
In which meditation may not, time and 
occasion being wisely chosen, be usefully 
employed, even In delicate questions 
affecting national honor and sentiment. 
We boast of our advance, and often 
look back with pitying contempt on the 
ways and manners of generations gons 
by. Are we ourselves without reproach ? 
Has our civilization borne the .true 
marks? Must it not be said, as has been 
said of religion itself, that countless 
crimes have been committed in Its name.? 
Probably It was inevitable that the 
weaker nations should, in the end, suc- 
cumb, but have we always treated them 
•with consideration, and with Justice? 
Has not civilization been too often pre- 
sented to them at the point of the bayo- 
net, and the Bible by the hand of tho 
Illibuster? And apart from nations we 
deem barbarous, is not'the passion for 
dominion, and wealth, and power, ac- 
countable for the worst 
chapters 
of 
cruelty and oppression written in the 
world's history? Few peoples—perhaps 
none—are free from this reproach. 
What Indeed is true civilization? By- 
Its fruit you shall know It. Its true 
signs are thought for the poor and suf- 
fering, chivalrous regard and respect for 
woman, the frank recognition of human 
brotherhood, irrespective of race or color 
or nation or religion, the love of ordered 
freedom, abhorrence of what Is mean 
and cruel and vile,.ceaseless devotion to 
the claims of Justice. Civilization In 
that, Its true, its .highest sense, must 
make for peace. The abiding sentiment 
of the masses Is for peace—for peace to 
live Industrious lives and to be at rest 
with all mankind. 
llr. President, I began by speaking o( 
the two great divisions—American and 
British—of that English speaking work! 
which you and I represent today, and 
with one more reference to them I end. 


Who can doubt the Influence they pos- 
sess for ensuring the healthy progress 
and the peace of mankind? But Ifthls 
Influence is to be fully felt, they must 
work together In cordial friendship, each 
people In its own sphere of action. If 
they have great power, they have also 
great responsibility. 
No cause they 
espouse can fall; no cause they oppose 
can_ triumph. The future Is, In large 
part, theirs.' They have the making of 
history In the times that are to come. 
The greatest calamity that could befall 
would be strife, which should divide 
them. 
' 
Let us pray that this shall never be. 
Let us pray that they, always self-re- 
specting, each In honor upholding Its 
own flag,' safeguarding Its own heritage 
of right, and respecting the rights of 
others, each In Its own way fulflllllng Its 
high national destiny, shall yet work in 
harmony for the progress and the peace 
o( the world. -*i :•

missing military passenger train has 
been solved, and It furnishes another 
Instance o( the audacity, o£ the 
In- 


surgents and of the troubled- state ot 
affairs existing In the province at Plnar 
del Rio. 
- • 


On Sunday last a train haying on 


hoard a number of civilian passengers 
and a strong escort ol troops, consisting 
of regular cars and armored cars for the 
military esuort, left Consolaclon del Sur, 
Plnar del Illo, for this city, and should 
have arrived ryDre the same day. But 
as the train did not appear, the railroad 
authorities became alarmed and the 
military authorities were notified. Ap- 
parently, however, the latter were very 
slow In taking action In the matter. In 
ar.y case, throughout Monday, the mili- 
tary 
authorities 
professed 
absolute 


Ignorance of the whereabouts of 
the 


train, although it was understood that 
Inquiries of some description had been 
sent along the line, but without any defi- 
nite result. This failure to obtain the 
necessary information caused the rail- 
road 
people to 
renew 
representa- 


tions to military headquarters, and 
eventually, on Tuesday, several explor- 
ing parties were sent out to search for 
the train. Two of tliese parties, con- 
sisting of cavalry scouts, reported hav- 
ing heard heavy firing Tuesday 
be- 


tween Bacunagua and Taco Taco. Later, 
the scouts reported that the engine and 
passenger coaches, together with the 
military cars, had been derailed be- 
tween Bacunagua and Taco Taco, and 
that It appeared that severe fighting 
had taken place between the escort of 
the train and the Insurgents, who at- 
tacked It. 


This news stirred up the military au- 


thorities sufllciently to cause them to 
send relief trains,, loaded Tvlth troops, 
toward the scene of the engagement. 
The forces consisted of the Araplles and 
Easbastro battalions, under the com- 
mand of Colonel Arjona, and they have 
Just returned with the story of the de- 
lay of the arrival here of the military 
passenger train from Consolacion del 
Sur. The troops brought with them the 
passengers, who are over 43 hours late, 
and tlie survivors and wounded ot the 
miliLary escort train. The latter, It ap- 
pears, was running between Bacuna- 
gua and Taco Taco. when, near the point 
kr.own as kilometer 113, the train was 
compelled to slow up on acount of the 
obstruction across the line, and as it 
did so a smart rifle fire was opened upon1 
tlie train from both sides of the road, 
v.-hile a party of insurgents was seen 
to dash out of concealment, behind the 
train, and place heavy obstructions 
across tho road. Other insurgents occu- 
pied thems'.-lves actively in removing the 
rails behind the obstruction, thereby 
cinching the military train In a trap,, 
from which It could neither advance, 
or retreat. 
The troops promptly re- 


turned the fire of tho Insurgents, who 
kept well under cover, and whose bul- 
lets splintered the cars, and flattened 
themselves upon the sides of the ar- 
mored wagons. 


The flrinir lasted three hours, accord- 


ing to the official statement, at the end 
of which time the,insurgents are said to 
have been repulsed. It is added, that the 
military escort, upon the arrival of the 
relief train, burred the military pas- 
senger train, and returned to this city 
with the Arapiles and Basbastro battal- 
ions. 
" 


Unofficial versions of the affair, how- 


ever, say that the train was derailed, 
and subsequently burned by tho insur- 
gents, and that the escort of the military 
train -were rescued Just In time to save 
them from being exterminated by tho 
enemy. As.it was, six soldiers ot th» 
escort are admitted to have been killed, 
and one lieutenant and 21 soldiers wero 
brought here wounded. The lieutenant 
is 'expected to die. ,-• 


Late details regarding the train con- 


firm the statement that It was derailed 
by the Insurgents, who dynamited It. 
and afterward destroyed the cars com- 
pletely. The defense raade by the es- 
cort is said to have lasted, practically, 
three days, although It Is not claimed 
that the firing 'continued all that time. 
The Insurgents who attacked the mili- 
tary train were in strong force, and it 
developed later that they also tried to, 
dynamite the relief train, "without re-' 
eult. The Spaniards claim-that the in- 
surgents did not burn the military "train 
until after mi* relieving column of troops 
had retired. . v
